Lecturer

due, according to Dr. Edward Bruckner, 
of the Imperial and Royal Geographic 
society, who lectured at Columbia re- 
cently, to the nearly exact coincidence 
of periods of rainfall in Europe and 
drought in the United States.

years of comparative dryness there is 
.little emigration from the countries of 
western Europe, because the crops there 
thrive under those conditions. In wet 
years, however, the crops are poor and

Juat 
about _ three years before his brother 
Frederick had dived from the same spot 
and was fatally injured in the same 
manner. He lingered a week in the hos- 
pital before dying. It was a tragedy 
that Waldorf always had before his eyes 
whenever ho went swimming, but it did 
not deter him from aquatic feats. 


From the moment he regained con- 


sciousness In the hospital, Waldorf was 
bent on living. 
He announced cheer- 


fully that if he lived longer than his 
brother had he would get well.

surgeons 
smiled, but

themselves that the youth would never 
live to see the seventh day. But he im- 
proved rapidly. 
By September he was 


able to move his arms and fingers. Sen- 
sation gradually returned and he was 
able to move his legs.

laws are foolish,

George has 


marched on steadily with his law for 
insuring the working people of England 
against illness and mishap. 


For the next five months you'll prob- 


ably see in the American newspapers 
here and there how Lloyd George's in- 
surance plan is failing or is being criti- 
cized by every Englishman rich or poor. 


Never mind these stories! 
Lloyd George has 
a 
terrific five 


months ahead of him because, with the 
working people, just now it is a case of 
all going but and nothing coming in. 


The payment of benefits will not be- 


gin until January 13, 1013. 


Eleven million working people in'Eng- 


land are paying eight cents per week, 
If they are men, or six cents a week if 
they arc women, toward the insurance 
fund. 
Thoughtlessly, 
many of them 


complain because none of them has so 
far benefltted by it. 


The benefits are: 
Seven dollars and a half at the birth 


of every child. 


Two dollars and a half per.week for 


men during twenty-six weeks of ill- 
ness. 


One dollar and eighty-five cents for 


women during' twenty-six weeks of ill- 
ness. 


One dollar and twenty-five cents a 


.week for both men and women when 
they are 111 longer 
than twenty-six 


weeks. 


Free doctoring and free medicine for 


life.. 


Free spedal treatment for consump- 


tion. 


Here's the way John Hobbs, of Lon- 


don, bricklayer, for instance, does his 
part of the insurance business: 


First he goes to the postoffice nearest 


his home and gets an insurance book. 
It ,is something like a trading stamp

book, in appearance, with spaces, for 
etauips. It is against the law for any 
employer to hire him unless he presents 
this book. 


^ "Got a job for rne 7" asks Mr. Hobbs. 
'"Yes," answers the contractor—that is 
if it is Mr. Hobbs' lucky day. "Where's 
your book?" 


Mr. Hobbs hands his book to his new 


boss and'goes to work. 


The new boss places in one of the 


spaces in the book a ntamp costing 14 
cents, which he has bought at the post- 
office. 
For this stamp he lias paid six 


cents of his own money and eight cents 
which he'will deduct from the wages of 
Mr. Hobbs at the end of the week. - 


If Mr. Hobbs is a thrifty individual, 


nth forethought,-.he -joins a Benefit so- 
ciety which lias been -approved by the 
government. The doctor 
for this so- 


ciety looks him over, and 'if he finds 
that hcis in good physical condition he 
admits him to the society without cost. 


If he isn't'thoughtful and doesn't join 


a society, he remains under the poato- 
flice Insurance. 


As a member of'ft society he can draw 


all of the benefits mentioned above, in- 
cluding the birth insurance for his wife, 
but under the postoffice insurance, when 
he is taken ill, he sends his book to the 
postoffice and is entitled to 
eighteen 


cents for'every fourteen-ccnt stamp in 
the book. For each one of these stamps 
he has paid eight cents, his employer 
Has paid BIX cents and the'government 
has paid four. He is also entitled to 
free medicine and free attendance by a- 
physiciaii, thought'he must.be contented 
with wbat he received for his stamps, 
as no weekly payments are made to 
him.

"It is made" of Hardanger material," 


he said, "and the «tyle of embroidery 
also is known as Hardanger, from the 
little Norwegian village where it orig- 
inated. The Hardanger weave is very 
heavy, almost a canvas in some grades. 
The table cover is'two and one-half by 
three yards and is made in three pieces. 
Unless you are an expert you can't de- 
tect the seams where the sections are 
joined. . They are beautifully concealed 
with an over and under stitch and form 
a part of a general scheme." 


The central part of the cover is solid, 


decorated with the Hardauger. embroid- 
ery. 
The corners and edges, however, 


are largely in open work, laid out in 
small squares showing an infinity of de- 
tail.

"I should1 say it- would, take-more than 


three" years'Of continuous work for me 
to make a piece like'that/' Mrs. Buford 
said; • "But, of course,.one couldn't work 
that long at a stretch.

in a piece of that size. In making a fig- 
ure' if one stitch is missed the whole 
row must be taken out and done over.

tinuous work was four months. No, I 
don't think I shall make any more pieces 
as pretentious as this one. I have a 
luncheon set of forty-eight pieces done 
in the same style. But I fancy this will 
have to rest as my chef d'oeuvre. Any-, 
way, Mr. Buford seems pleased with it."

Budget Does Not In-.. 


.elude Saving Fund

Chicago, HI., Nov. 6.—What consti- 


tutes a 'living wage"' for a family of 
five—husband, wife and three children— 
in-Chicago? Economists and settlement 
workers have made estimates 
ranging 


•from $700 to $1,100 a year. Before tht 
street car wage arbitration board an 
itemized budget was introduced showing 
that the least a family of five should 
have in this city to maintain American 
tandards is $1,154.40. 
'. 
• 


To live within this income the family 


must eliminate luxuries of every kind 


nd confine itself to one entertainment 
t a theater in a. year at a cost of,$2.50, 
ncluding car fare. No account is taken 
f tobacco or liquor, and no provision 
s made for a savings account. 


The budget sets the price of coal, 


dndling wood nnd gas for lighting and 
ooking at $86. Clothing for the bread 
winner is placed at $69.50, which in- 
ludes one uniform suit with an extra 
ialr of trousers, one citizen's suit, j 
jloves, socks and shirts. 


The clothing for the wife is placed at 


S35 and for the three children at $21, 
or $7 each. Shoes for the family, •with 
•epairing. cost $32 and 
include two 


>airs for the husband and wife and three 
>airs for each child. The bill for furni- 
,ure renewals and household utensils is 
placed at $65.50. 


The partial food bill, totaling-$326.10, 


is included—Meat, at 35 cents a day, 
S127.75; bread, at 15 cents a day, $54.75; 
cake and pastry at 10 cents a day. 
$36.50;, milk, at 10 cents a day, $36.60 • 
potatoes, $16; sugar, five'pounds a week, 
518.20; tea, at 15 cents a week, $7.80; 
coffee, at 30 cents a week, $15.60; break- 
fast foods, at 25 cents a week, $13. 


Butter, eggs, lard and 
cheese are 


placed in a separate classification and 
total $99.58, while Vegetables cost $13, 
fruits, S15.50, canned goods, $31.72 and 
sundries, like pepper, salt, catsup, vine- 
gar and other items, amount to $4.30.

One Handicap on McAdoo. 


"The fact that Mr. McAdoo, the engi- 


neer, also hails from New York, may 
operate to 
prevent 
his appointment. 


But New York is such a big state that 
past presidents-have not hesitated to 
•name two of its citizens as their prin- 
cipal advisers. So Mr. McAdoo. may be 
considered by the president-elect for 
Service as secretary of war. In this po- 
*ltioh he would have supervision over 
ihe .Panama canal, river ' and harbor 
Vorks,, besides the army. Probably it 
would be a post to his liking. 


For other portfolios, those of secre- 


•lary of the treasury, secretary of the 
navy, secretary of the interior, secre- 
tary of commerce and labor, and sec- 
retary of agriculture, Mr. Wilson will 
have a wealth of material from which 
to choose.
